Youthful Winner
of Swimming Title

I
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MISS ETHELDA BLEIBTREY.

MISS BLEIBTREY IS

AN AQUATIC MARVEL

Lnss Already Is
Title Holder nnd "World's

Recordist.

Miss Ethelda Blelbtrey of tho New
Tork Women's S. A., the younir school-
girl who won the national 500 vard A.
A. U. swimming championship last week
In tho winter pool at Brighton Beach, Is
America's latest aquatic marvel.

Sixteen years old, and a gTeen novice
less than one year ago, she stands to-

day a title holder, a world's recordist
and probably our most brillint prospect
In the field of water sport for women.

Since she sprang her first nurprlso on
April C. when she set an official world's
standard of 33 5 for CO yard back
stroke swimming In a regulation 75
foot pool, she has performed feats which
stamp her ono of the greatest young
mermaids ever developed.

Two, In particular, give an Idea of
her wonderful possibilities. On April
IS In Plttsburir, competing In the na-
tional 150 yard back stroke champion-
ship, she swam within Inches of Miss
ButU Smith of Columbus, the winner,
who beat world's time, and herself fin-

ished undcV tho old mark. The follow-
ing day, after a sleepless night on the
tram, for she was unable to secure Pull-
man accommodations, she won the 600
yard national free style title at Brighton
and covered tha course In 7:40
which leaves hardly a doubt she would
have lowered the International Indoor
record of 7:312-- 5 had she not been
exhausted from the strenuous trip from
Pittsburg.

These achievements, with others al
most as good at free stylo sprinting, de
note on tha part of Miss Blelbtrey all
round ability never attained by a fair
contestant of 16 or bv a more mature
one In the same length of time. Thev
predict for her even greater success dur
ing the approaching outdoor season,
when the national championships at
longer distances como up for decision.
She has been made to practise chiefly
over 500 to 1,000 yard stretches, so
that bIio has developed exceptional en
durance.

Miss Bleibtrey's stroke has caused a
good deal of favorablo comment Sho
uses the double trudgeon crawl, with a
six beat leg drive and a slow, powerful
arm action, planing noticeably and glid
ing smoothly through the water ap
parently without the least effort

A remarkable and rather unusual fea
ture of her swimming Is that she keens
her form even when tired. Sho may ba
played out at the ena of a hard race,
but sho never shows It. Her stroke In-
variably remains clean and correct to
the very last.

Miss Bleintrey'a sudden rise to fame
Is particularly gratifying because of the
plan on foot to send a team of Ameri-
can mermaids to the Olympic water car-
nival next year. At the sensational rata
she Is Improving It seems a foregone
conclusion sho will bo among the lead
ing candidates when tho time comes to
select a representation.

When Is Doubling
Really Justified?

Bjr R. F. FOSTER,
A number of letters have lately coma

to Tim Stiff with various comments on
Its crltlclsmof tho modern conventional
doublo. Ono or two state that tho ex-
amples given are hardly fair specimens
and ask for some examples of rood
doubles, made on cards which are un-
doubtedly sound for doubling purposes.

This opens up tho question, where
does the sound double end and tba more
sensible bid begin? Soma hands are
strong enough to declare their own suits.
What Is tho line that separates them
from hands which aro not but which
ore good enough to double on?

A good double, one would Imagine,
would be one that stands to gain some
thing, like a good bid; but that doe'
not seem to bo the accepted Idea' of It
A good double, according to those wtu
ute It all tho time, seems to ba a hanc
that can support anything tha partnei
has four cards of. That only about one
doubling "hand In ten comes up to this
standard Is matter of common knowl-ecg-

If we accept as unimpeachable a hand
that can support any suit the partner
may pick, how about this one : An ace,
throe klrigs and a queen?

Z dealt on tha rubber game and bid
a heart, which A doubled. I have sub-
mitted this hand to a number of those
who believe In the convention, and they
all say the double Is undoubtedly correct
They do not seem able to see anything
else.

Some players, holding Y cards, would
assist the hearts. Then, If B passes, tha
convention Is for A to double again, so
as to force B to fcld. Whether T goes
to two hearts or not, B bids his longest
suit cluba If Z or T goes to two hearts
A supports tho clubs. Tha best B can
do Is four odd and four honors, 48
points, with tho rubber still In the bal-
ance.

Instead of doubling and forcing his
partner to pick out a suit which la sure
to be a club or a diamond, why should
not A bid the spades himself? Counted
according to modern methods, his hand
Is good for seven tricks. It Is a game
hand at spades, In splto of tha fact that
A Is forced twico In the first threo tricks
played.

It S. Hale of Boston writes from tha
University Club that whne he would
never double at tha score of love-a- ll on
tha first or second game, he would maka
an exception when both scores were ad-
vanced 0 the rubber game; bocausethen
If the result Is only two by cards, It wins
tha rubber.

"At love-al- l, on tho other hand," ho
says, "the second hand needs tremen-
dous .strength to say anything at all
against a The score makes
all tha difference In the world as to the
strength that would warrant doubling a

and in tho case of doubling
a suit bid, tho situation Is still mora
extreme.

"Take the hand you publish April 6,
In which A makes 80 by passing at a
love score. If tho scores were 24 or 20
all, he would win the rubber by the
double If his partner could make three
hearts.

"In doubling suit bids, suppose I hold
a singleton diamond, the dealer's bid,
and I havo aco queen to four In each of
the other suits. At the score of love-a- ll

It Is foolish to say anything, as It Is
highly Improbable that cither sldo can
go gamo at any bid.

"On the other hand, If tho score Is ad-
vanced, tho odd trick In diamonds might
win the rubber for tho dealer, whereas
almost any bid by my partner la answer
to my double will bo apt to eo game."
